THE HOUSE PAYS ITS TRIBUTE TO 
HANCOCK. 


A Movement in the Senate for a Statue to the Dead 
Scldier—The Silvet Debate in the Senate—A 
Violent Attack on the Administration— 

Other Washington News, Etc. 

WasHINGTON, February 10.—[Special.]— 
The flags are at half mast on all public build- 
ings and all the hotels in Washington im re- 
spect to General Haneock’s memory. * The 
bouse adjourned asa tribute of respect to the 
dead soldier. Mr. Reed, of Maing, had the 
bardiboed to make some sneering remark 
about this action, which was in striking con- 
trast te Senator Hoar’s eulogy and his resolu- 
tin providing for a monument to Hancock. 

SILVER IN THE SENATE. 

Senator Coke was vehement today in his 
denunciation of the policy which is being pur- 
sued by the officials of the treasury toward 
silver. His attack was the most extreme yet 
made. It was followed by a speech on the 
same line by Senator Teller, who said that 
highest exemplification of political honesty 
ever seen fn this country, is furnished by the 
democratic majority of the house in opposing 
an administration of its own 
party complexion, on a question which 
inveives the most vital interests of the people.

THE PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

Major Barnes hopes to secure the passage by 
the house of the bill appropriating two hun- 
dred thousand dollars for public buildings at 
Augusta, which has already passed the senate.

DISCOUNTING SILVER 


The New Orleans Sub-Treasury Under De- 


bate. 

WASHINGTON, February 10.—The chair laid 
before the senate Mr. Riddleberger’s resolution 
offered yesterday, directing the committee on 
public buildings to report to the senate the ag- 
gregate amount of money recommended by 
that committee, at this session, to be expended 
by the government. 

Mr. Kiddleberger said he had no objection to 
aby specific measure reported by the commit- 
tee. but objected to these ‘‘omnibus” schemes 
by which twenty-nine public buildings appro- 
priation bills on the calendar were taken up 
and passed yesterday without any written re- 
port to show the necessity for the buildings; 
and by which nine other similar bills, that had 
only just been reported, were put through on 
the same day on which they were reported, 
witbout giving time for their consideration. 

The resolution was agreed to. 

Mr. Hoar offered the followiug resolution* 
for which he asked immediate considera- 
tion: 

Resolved, That the committee on library 
consider and report at an early day, the expe- 
diency of the erection atthe seat of govern- 
ment. the statue or monument to the memory 
of the late illustrious soldier, General Winfield 
Scett Hancock. 

In cflering the resolution, Mr. Hoar siid 
that when the announcement was male yes- 
terday ofthe great public calamity that had 
occurred in the death of the illustrious citizen 
named in the resolution, the senate very 
propeily followed all precedents in such cases, 
and what Mr. Hoar was sure would 
have been in accordance with 


‘the desire of the distinguished deceased, that 


is to say, the senate proceeded with the public 
business. But it was proper that the proceed- 
ings should at once be initiatedfor paying a 
fitting tribute to the memory of the deceased. 

The resolution was agreed to. 

On motion of Mr, Call, the senate took up 
Mr. Eustis’s recent resolution, calling on the 
secretary of the treasury for information as to 
the refusal of the assistant treasurer at New 
Orleans to receive shipments of silver, and to 
issne silver certificates therefor. 

Mr. Call, while not objecting to the resolu- 
tion, defended the action of the treasury 
officials in the matter referred to. He also 
defended the order issued by the treasurer to 
the assistant treasurer at New Orleans, to the 
effect that officers should not receive or receipt 
for more silver money in one day than 
the _ clerical force could count on 
that day. Any other order, Mr. Call said, 
would lead to loss by the government. He 
had been informed by the treasurer that in one 
case the government had been held responsible 
for a Ciscrepandy of $25,000, growihg out of 
the fact that receipts had been given for money 
“to be counted.” 

Mr. Coke read the section of the law relating 
to the issne of silver certificates. It was an 
absolute right, he said, of every citizen who 
had ten dollars in silver to deposit them, and 
receive therefor a certificate. The question 
was not whether the treasurer had technically 
complied with the law, but had in reality vio- 
lated it. He had no taffy for those who violated 
the law. He cared not whether they were 
republicans or democrats. For one,he proposed 
to. bring any officer who is guilty of violating 
the law to the bar of public justice and public 
opinion. The banks in Galveston were at- 
tempting to establish a discount on silver, 


because they could not get certificates from / 


the sub-treasury at New Orleans. Mr. Coke 
contended that the treasury officials were 
austentatously taking credit for supporting the 
ublic credit and executing the law, while 
oing everything in their power to accomplish 
a directly contrary result. He read the cor- 
respondence to show, as he contended, the 
practecal refusal of the assistant treasurer at 
New Orleans to execute the law of 1878, and 
an approval by the treasurer at Washington of 
such refusal. There were two hundred and 
forty newspapers in Texas, and Mr. Coke 
knew but four of them that supported 
the executive department of the government in 
its war on silver,

posited, and a “receipt to be given for it,” not

Mr. Teller said. that much had been heard 
from time to time of thesubserviency of public 
men to executive influences, Bot there had 
never been seen so exalted an example of the 
independence of public men as had been exhib- 
ited by the demoeratic members of the house 
of representatives in the spring of 1885, in re- 
sisting the effort of the incoming democratic 
peesens discredit silver. Not only thon, 

ut since these servants of the pcople had 
scorned to be in accord with the executive, 
preferring to be right. 

i! Mr, George — the action of the as- 
sistant treasurer at New Orleans entirely ia 
accord with the law. He (George) differed 
materially with the secretary of the treasury 
in regard to the silver question, but that offi- 
cer was as least entitled to have his action re-

receive silver certificates for silver, and what 
he demanded of the assistant treasurer was 
not silver certificates, but a “receipt.” 

Mr. Coke asked if it had not been the cus- 
tom under all former administrations for the 
assistant tréasurer to give receipts until the 
money was counted. 

Mr. George declared such custom Illegal, if 
it ever existed. 

Mr. Coke inquired if there was any law 


‘against it. 


Mr. George replied that fora states rights 
democrat—a “strict constructionist,’’—like his 
friend from Texas (Coke) to make such an in- 
quiry was rather singular. It was suflicient 
that there was no law to authorize it. Mr. 
George proceeded to show that there was no 
law authorizing such customs, and contended 
that if the assistant treasurer had taken silver 
dollars and issued “‘receipts”’ for them.the gov- 
ernment would make itself a guarantee for the 
tafe keeping of the money against thieves, fire, 
etc. In other words, the government would 
become the “bailie’’ for other people’s goods. 
Mr. George entered at some Jength on the legal 
aspects of the question, and insisted that the 
action of the treasury oillicials in the case un- 
der consideration, was, in every respéct, sound 
and in compliance with law. 

Mr. Eustis said he had telegraphed Mr. 
Roach at New Orleans, to ascertain the pur- 
pose of the bank shipmentsof silver. His re- 
ply@today received, was as follows: “Shippers 
seught to get rid of excessive silver by ship- 
ping to the sub-treasury, and asking that sil- 
ver certificates, therefore, should be turned 
over to their New Orleans correspondent. The 
sub treasurer declined to receive from the ex- 
press company, because, first, he doubted the 
propriety of the treasury becoming the inter- 
mediary between$the country and city banks; 
second, the lack of clerical force. I feel as- 
sured that the provision for sufficient clerks 
would remedy everything.”’ 

Mr. Coke said Mr. George’s legal argument 
might be correct. So far as the technical point 
involved was concerned, but there could be no 
doubt that the spirit of the law of 1878, re- 
quiring the issue of silver certificates in cer- 
tain cases, had been defeated by the assistant 
treasurer at New Orleans. 

Mr. Edmunds inquired why the administra- 
tion did not turn out thisrepublican and put 
in a democrat who would understand his du- 
ties under the law. 

Mr. Coke—Is he a republican ” 

Mr. Edmunds—I do not know. I suppose if 


che is as bad as that he must bé. 


Mr. Coke said he did not care what the man’s 
politics were. 

Mr. Edmunds repeated his inquiry as to the 
polities of the assistant treasurer at New Or- 
leans. Whether he was an old officer or some 
new man ? 

Mr. Gibson replied that the officer referred 
to had been appointed by the present adminis- 
tration. 

“Well,” remarked Mr. Edmunds, in a regret- 
ful tone, “its a very bad state of things.” 
| Laughter. | 

The debate then closed and the matter went 
over. 

After executive session the senate adjourned.

THE SILVER COMMITTEE 


I‘iscussing the Character of Its Report to 
Congress. 
WASHINTTON, February 10.—The house 


committee on coinage, weight and measures 
teday, gave a hearing to L. F. Jeffers, of Kan- 
sas City, representing the Knights of Labor, 
in favor of the bill introduced by Representa- 
tive Brown, -known asthe Knights of Labor 
eurrency bill. Mr. Jeffers explained the pro- 
vision of the bill, and answered questions put 
to him by the members of the committee as to 
its probable effect. 

George ©. Jones, representing the anti- 
monopolists of New York, was present, and 
expressed adesire to appear before the com- 
mittee with a delegation from New York next 
Wednesday. The committee agreed to hear 
them, but said they wou!d not consent to with- 
hold their report on the silver question until 
that time. 

Representative Fuller introduced the follow- 
ing resolution: 

‘Resolved, That we oppose at the present time 
the suspension of the coinage of silver. believing 
that the interests of our country requires the utili- 
zation of both silver and geld.”’ 

A brief discussion ensued on the silver ques- 
tion and the advisability of an early report on 
the subject, but no action was taken. It was 
agreed, however, to hold a meeting tomorrow 
for further consideration of the silver question 
in case Representative McCreary, who is ab- 
sent from the city, returns intime. A meet- 
ing will also be held on Friday, and it is prob- 


able that atest vote will be taken on one of 


these days. 

The general sentiment of the committee 
seemed to be in favor of reaching an early 
agreement on the question and bringing it 
before the house in a legitimate way, so as to 
prevent the random discussion of the question 
which is taking place at present. 


A PROTEST PRESENTED. 


An Interesting Executive Session, in Whicha 
Collector is Attacked. 

WASHINGTON, February 10.—A_ protest was 

laid before the senate today in secret session, 


against the confirmation of the collector of 


customs in Vermont. It is signed by the 
people whom the Vermont senators declared 
worthy of consideration. The grounds of the 
objection are that the collector has appointed 
a deputy to take charge of the station on the 
Canada line, through which several hundred 
thousand dollars worth of goods are annually 
impoited; a man who has been three times in- 
dicted for irregularities in connection with 
the customs, and who has compromised these 
affairs with the treasury department. The 


4 eee is said to have given rise to a short but 


interesting debate. 

An attempt was made by the Arkansas sena- 
tors to secure action on the nomination of the 
register of the land oflice in their state, but it 
was not successful. This official predecessor 
was susjyiended, which fact was the only one 
brought out by the orponents of the - nominee.

The Commercial Value ef Silver. 
WASHINGTON, February 10.—The secretary 
of state has received a telegram from Minister 
McLane, at Paris dated the 9th, as follows: 
There was a debate yesterday in the chamber 
with reference to the depreciation of the commer- 
cial value of silver. The government was urged to 
ask for a reassembling of the international! con- 
ference of 1881. The minister of 
finance said most of the powers 
nterested were indisposed to change their presen t 
ratio between gold and silver. The minister of 
foreign affairs said the French government was not 
indisposed to negotiate with other governments, 
but that the present time was not favorable for 
such negotiation, and desired that the question be 
indefinitely postponed. Thereupon the chamber 
rostponed indefinitely further consideration of the 
subject. —

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


SOME OF THE MEN BEFORE THE 
COUNTRY. 


Mr. Mille, of Texas, and His Characteristica—Frank 
Hurd Hopeful of Obteining a Seatin the House 
~—~Mr. Turner, of Georgia—Ben Garri- 
son’s Presidential Bee Buzzing. 


WASHINGTON, February 10.— [Special.}] — 
Roger Q. Mills, of Texas, who made a rattling 
speech on silver in the house last week, is one 
of the men in that body whose characteristics 
are very decided. He is serving his seventh 
term in congress, and is the leader of the Tex- 
as delegation. 

The present complication of senatorial am- 
bitions in his state renders it quite possible 
that Mr. Miils may be elevated to a chair at 
the other end of the capitol: He haslived in 
Texas since he was a boy, and is thoroughly 
identified with the people and the interests of 
that state. 

Somehow, in spite of his acknowledged abil- 
ity, he has been considered a theorist rather 
than a practical legislator since he entered 


congress. Though there is much in his 
nervous manner and his florid 
style of oratory to give plausibility to 


this estimate of the man it is hardly a fair 
measure of his capacity and usefulness, There 
is, perhaps, no harder student in congress. 
History is his passion. His remarkable mem- 
ory has treasured historical dates and events 
until in knowledge of the annals of our owa 
and other countries few of his political peers 
can cope with him. He uses his knowledge 
finely under the direction of a quick sense of 
application and with the illuminating power of 
fertile fancy. 

} Scholarly congressmen from the west are 
‘rare; but rarer still are unsocial ones. Mr. 
Mills is solitary in his habits. He hasa well- 
worn path from his rooms to the capitol and 
never diverges from it unless it be to make 
occasional visits to the departments. Of s0- 
cial life he sees absolutely nothing except what 
is afforded him inthe charming circle about 
his own fireside. He has never been seen out 
at night unaccompanied by his wife, unless 
there happened to bea night session of the 
house. He always commands the attention of 
the house, because he always speaks well and 
because he enjoys the os gg of saying 
honestly just what hethinks, His oratory 1s 
better suited to the hustings than to the halls 
of congress, but it is vigorous and entertaining 
always and not unfrequently it rises to elo- 
auence. At home he mingles little with the 
people and practices none of the cheap arts of 
the demagogue which make our politics so dis- 
tusteful to proud and sensitive natares, 

Mr. Mills may be fairly classed among the 
most influential men in congress. He holds 
extreme free trade views and is unalterably 
opposed to federalistic ideas of government. 
He is about fifty years old, six feet high, 
straight, well proportioned, and as vigorous in 
his physical as he is in his mental make up. 
His well-shaped head is abundantly covered 
with iron-gray hair, and a gray mustache 
barely conceals the firm curves of his some- 
what sarcastic mouth. He is a fearless, out- 
spoken man who makes friends and enemies; 
who loves his friends devotedly and snaps his 
fingers at his enemies. 

FRANK HURD’S CONTEST. 

Judge John T. Harris, of Virginia, who is 
counsel for Frank Hurd, in his contest for the 
seat held by Jacob Romei’s, of the Toledo dis- 
trict, tells me that Hurd has a clear case, and 
will surely be seated. The brilliant Ohio ora- 
tor has had a singular experience in congress- 
ional life. He has served three termsin con- 
gress, but has never been re-elected. He came 
to the forty-fourth congress and was beaten 
for the forty-fifth. Again, he was successful 
for the forty-sixth congress, but was defeated 
for the forty-seventh. He reappeared in the 
forty-eighth congress, and at the last 
election was two hundred votes behind a com- 
paratively unknown man when the returns 
were madeup. Hurd claims that Romeis ob- 
tained his apparent majority by the importa- 
tion of voters aud the use of money atthe 
olls. 

This is the only contest that is liable to 
create anything of a sensation in the present 
congress. The conduct of 

MB. TURNER, OF GEORGIA, 

as chairman of the elections committce has 
done much to destroy the popular tradition that 
contested elections are predetermined by the 
political complexion of the parties at interest. 
When this chairmanship was offered to Mr. 
Turner he was loth to accept because he had 
seen enough of congress to know what was ex- 
pected of a man in that station. Mr. Carlisle, 
however, insisted and Mr. Turner took the 
chairmanship. 

In the last congress there were néa- 
ly a score of contests and in 
several of them party feeling 
ran high. Mr. Turner did not in every case 
think that the demands of his party were just 
and there never wasa time when his vote 
and influence on a contest could be predicted 
by his political affiliation. He passed through 
his ardeous and delicate dutiesjwith great cred- 
it to himself and with the confidence and re- 
spect of both sides of the house. When at the 
opening of the present session he wished to 
serve in another capacity, the speaker was 


-more decided than ever in the desire to keep 


him where his honesty and his ability shone 
with equallustre. If all our public men 
were like Henry G. Turner we could 
ake an admirable revision of ourcode of po- 
litical ethics. 

BEN. HARRISON'S BEE. 

Senator Ben. Harrison, of Indiana, who is 
the grandson ofa president, aspires to be a 
president himself. He was a hopeful dark 
horse at the Jast republican convention, and is 
one of the men whom people now allude to as 
a possible winner over Cleveland, had he been 
put upinstead of Blaine. His boom has taken 
something of a new impetus since he came to 
the front in the senate as the champion of 
Dakota’s admission. His own state is firmly 
at bis back. Since Morton died he 
bas been the acknowledged leader of the re- 
publican party in Indiana. He will have to 
leave the senate one year 
to be succeeded by either Governor 
Grey or ex-Senator McDonald. His friends 
here and at home are industriously working up 
his chances for the republican presidential 
nomination in 1888. Harrison is only fifty- 
three years, and hasa clean character. Since 
its last experience this qualification may com- 
mend itself to the republican party as no mean 
consideration in the selection of a candidate. 
If Blaine had been as honest a man as 
Harrison is he would have been in the white 
house today. Among well posted republicans 
in Washington the mention of Blaine’s possible 
nomination in ’88 provokes a smile. Logan is 
ta be consigned with his leader to the political 
waste basket, and some new man will be put 
to the front in~ the next national struggle. 
Harrison has about as good a showing as any 
cf them, and he is working it for all it is 
worth, F. H. R.

WASHINGTON, February 10.—Mr.Blanchard, 
of Louisiana, offered the following series of 
resolutions: 


Resolved, That this house has learned with pro- 
found soriow of the great and irreparable loss 
which the country has sustained in the death of 
tbat great and good man, Major General Winfield 
S. Hancock. 

Resolved, That this house, in common with all 
bis countrymen, mourn the death of him who was 
a stainless soldier forthe union in war, and an un- 
daunted defender of the constitution and of civil 
Liberty €, and atall times astainless man 
apd an im ptible patriot. 

Resolved, That as a mark of respect and affection 
for the exalted virtues of this hero and patriot,this 
house do now adjourn. 

Resolved, That the speaker of the house be di- 
rected to transmit to the widow of the honored 
dead @ copy of these resolutions, and assurance of 
ihe heart elt sympathy of the house in the sorrow- 
‘ui bereavement, which is alike hers and the coun- 
try Ss,

= ANNOUNCED TO THE ARMY. 

Secretary Endicott today issued a general 
order announcing the death of General Han- 
cock. After a review of his military career, 
the order says: 

A soldier without fear,a citizen without reproach, 
a patriot without guild, he will be a noble and im- 
pressive figure in our history, and_his countrymen 
will always recall with pride and pleasure his he- 


roie and inspiring conduct during those 
last memorable hours on the field 
of Gettysburg. For his meritorious and 


conspicuous share in that great, decisive victory, 
he has received the gratitude of the American peo- 
ple and the thanks of congress. The flag will be 
placed at half mast at all military posts and sta- 
tions, and thirteen minute guns will be fired on the 
cay after the receipt of this order, and the usual 
badges of mourning will be worn for thirty days. 
WHERE HANCOCK WILL BE BURLED. 
NORRISTOWN, Pa., February 10.— General 
Hancock’s remains will be interred in a mou- 
soleum in Montgomery cemetery. The ceme- 
tery can properly be termed the burial ground 
of the Hancock family. The general’s brother 
John, many years ago, purchased the lot there 


in which lie the remains of his seven 
children, The adjoining lot was pur- 
chased by General Hancock and _his 


twin brother Hillary, and in it they placed 
the remains of their parents. sy the side of 
the latter lies the body of Winfield Scott Han- 
cock, Jr., the general’s grandson and name- 
sake. The latter died when an infant in the 
summer of 1580, the news of hisdeath reaching 
General Hancock the same day that he was 
formally notified of his nomination for the 
presidency. The only member ofthe general’s 
immediate family’now entombed in the mauso- 
leum is his daughter Ada, who died in 1875. 
HONORED BY HIS NATIVE STATE. 

HARRISBURG, Pa., February 10.—As a trib- 
ute of respect to the memory of Major General 
Hancock, an order was issued this morning by 
Adjutant General Guthrie that the flag at the 
statéarsenal be displayed at half mast, and on 
the day of the funeral ceremonies,guns be fired 
at intervals of thirty minutes until the hour 
of interment, when minute guys will be dis- 
charged, and at sunset a national salute of 
thirty-eight guns will be fired. 

THE PALLBEAREBRS. 

The body of General Hancock remains in 
the room in which he died, two sergeants re- 
lieving each other at alternate hours, guggrd- 
ing the remains. ‘The arrangemeuts for the 
funeral have not been perfected as yet. 

The following, it is understood, will be the 
pallbearers: Thomas F. Bayard, secretary of 
state: Generals Sherman, Sheridan, Franklin, 
Smith, Fry, Terry, Newton, Miles and Walk- 
er, Mr. B. W. Hartshore, Colonel W. P. Wilson 
aud Mejor W. D. Miller.

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THE LONDON MOBS. 


ANOTHER DAY OF FEAR AND 
TREMBLING. 


Ihe Doors and Windows of the Shops Closed and 
Barred to Protect Them From Pillage—The Mob 
Starts on Ite March and Takes in the 
Town—Other Foreign News, Etc, 


Loxpok, February 10.—The estimate here- 
tefore made of the losses inflicted by the mob 
on Mopday appears to have’ been greatly too 
small. Official estimates place the amount of 
damage at 150.000. The various socialistic and 
labor reform societies threaten to have a mon- 
ster demonstration at Hyde park next Satur- 
day, to be attended by contingents of laborers 
frem the country. The shops age being closed 
and barricaded everywhere throughout the 
city. tee 

News was received at 3 p.m.in this city that 
a mob of roughs which had assembled at Dept- 
ford were marching towards the city, smash- 
ing windows and wrecking the fronts of houses 
along the route. A panic prevailed among the 
residents of the portion of the city which the 
mob was likely to traverse. The police and 
troops were in readiness to prevent the mob 
from assuming proportions of that of Monday, 
and cOmmitting similar excesses. 

THE WORK OF PILLAGE. 

At 3:50 o'clock the Deptford mob reached 
the Hop exchange, in Sonthwalk, nearly five 
miles from the starting point of the march. 
The mob was enormously increased by constant 


accessions during its progess. All 
the shops closed. The police se- 


cured possession of ail the bridges spanning 
the Thames, prepared to resist all attempts on 
the part of the mobs tocross. The authorities 
wagned all the tradesmen doing business in 
the Strand, Cockspun street, Pall Mall and Re- 
gent streets, to expect disorder tonight, and 


to immediately take steps to 
protect their property. The mob 
on its way towards the Thames, swung 


through the New Kent road and Newington 
causeways. Theysacked several small shops 


along the way. They stopped at the mam- | 


moth establishment of William Tarn & Co. 
Thisestablishment covers the ground from and 
including No. 5 to 21,0n New Kent road, and 
No. 165 to 173, on Newington causeway, and is 
cevoted to the trade in linen, silks, men’s and 
women’s clothes, boots and shoes, carpets, 
ironware, bedding, furniture, ete. The build- 
ing was under police protection, but the mob 
overran the officers, sacked the store, and 
when they retired left the building badly 
wrecked. 
DISCUSSING THE SITUATION. 

The police were informed that the mob was 
composed ofa large number of roughs, who 
organized to attack the city emporiums and 
banks. Such stores as remained open, closed 
and barred their windows, ready to close their 
dcors ata moment’s notice. Groups of anx- 
ious people stood about in the streets discuss- 
ing the situation, The newspapers printed 
cxtras, and these were eagerly bought. 

At6 p.m. it was announced that the mob 
bad dispersed. Noconflict with the authori- 
tics has yet occurred. 

A socialistic meeting is to be held this even- 
ing at Cumberland market, At 5:30,two and 
a half hours before the hour announced for the 
assemblage, overe a thousand men were on 
the ground, waiting to attend the meeting. 
This crowd was being constantly augmented 
by accessions from Trafalgarsquare. Thecav- 
airy from Albany barracks, and large bodies of 
police bave been ordered to remain in readi- 
ness to preserve order at the Cumberland meet- 
ing. 

A movemeut bas been inaugurated to secure 
a meceting of ail the London members of the 
l:onse of commons, both liberal and conserva- 
tive, to devise measures for the immediate re- 
lief of the distress in London. It is proposed 
te bauve the meeting depute a strong committee 
tu trgethe cabinet to take action in the mat- 
ter. 

Warrants have been issued for the arrest of 
several socialists believed to have been leading 
spirits inthe riots of Monday. These warrants 
have been placed for execution in the hands of 
the Scotland yard detectives, who expect to 
have the arrests all made by midnight. 

THE NIGHT MEERTING. 

By § o’clock a crowd that numbered many 
thousands had gathered at the Cumberland 
warket. The lower criminal classes were there 
intent upon harassing and insulting the police. 
At 9 o’clock Hyndman, Williams and other 
socialist leaders arrived, and were greeted 
with uproarious shouts of welcome. They 
held a short consultation, and resolved to 
abondon the attempt to hold a meeting to- 
night, because, they said, the dense fog that 
prevailed prevented them from distinguishing 
unemployed workifg men from criminals, and 
these who are, idlé\.voluntarily. The an- 
novuncement was then Wnade that the meeting 
was adjourned until Tuesday next. As the 
crowd slowly dispersed, cheering for the s0- 
cialist leaders, the disorderly element in the 


gathering again made itself mani- 
fest. The police were jeered and 
stoned, but ‘they easily drove their 


assailants from the grounds. The vigvrous 
action of the police of south London today is 
in marked contrast with the action of the po- 
lice at the Trafalgar square meeting on Mon- 
day. Mountéd constables, armed with cut- 
lasses and revolvers, assisted the police in dis- 
persing a mob of 5,000 near Elephant Castle 


tavern. An assuring feature of the restera- 
tion cf order was the fact - that 
many small traders and numbers 
of bona fide workingmen joined in 


assisting the police to disperse the mob. The 
police had been informed early in the day of 
the conspiracy of thieves, who dwell in the 
low lodging houses, to make south London the 
sturting point ofa robbing raid. Precautions 
were accordingly taken to prevent such a 
calamity. Three regiments of foot, two of 
cavalry, and a battery of artillery were con- 
fined te the barracks and under arms all day. 
THE CITY QUIET. 

The city is quiet. The crowds disappeared 
by ten o'clock, and the streets are now desert- 
ed. The panic is subsiding. The scare is with- 
out precedent in the recent history of London. 
Tens of thousands of desperate men gathered 
in the streets, and only needed some one more 
reckless than themselves to lead them to com- 
wit the wildest excesses.

THE CHINESE AGAIN ATTACKED 


The Mob Begins its Work in Olympia, 
Washington Territory. 


WASHINGTON, February 10.—A dispatch 
from Olympia, W. T., says that about nine 
o’clock yesterday morning a mob commenced 
taking possession of the houses of the Chi- 
nese. The alarm was quickly sounded by 
ringing the fire bells, but before the citizens 
could realize what was happening, a guard 
composed of members of the anti-Chinese as- 
sociation, was placed in possession of each 
house, and the Chinamen were ordered to 
pack up and leave. The mob 
was headed by a young man named Hetzel, 
who was recently employed as assistant en- 
rolling clerk in the legislature, and who has 
beld a position for some time in the office of 
the territorial auditor and also by a junk 
dealer named Bales, who took up his residence 
in Olympia only a few months ago. Hetzel is 
amcmber of the Knights of Labor organiza- 
tion. The bosses of the Chinese houses were 
given three days to leave town, and the em- 
ployes received notice to leave at ten 
o'clock yesterday. Another dispatch received 
bere at 2:10 this morning says the sheriff had 
organized a porse. The mayor had enrolled 
volunteers and the civil authorities were con- 
fident of being able to maintain order. 

IT 18 A MILITARY CAMP. 

SEATTLE, W. T., February 10.—The city has 
become a military camp, and every corner is 
guarded by asentry. There has been no effort 
on the part of the rioters to interfere with the

THE NOBLE DEED OF A BENEVO- 
LENT CITIZEN. 


A Quit Clefim Deed From City to County—Ladies 
Meeting— Kicking at the Contractor—In Moura- 
ing~A Bad Case—Other News From Ma- 
con—Personal and Local Gossip. 


Macon, Ga., February 10.—[Special.]—On 
the 24th day of December, 1872, A, A, Roif, a 
gentleman of considerable property, who was a_ 
vitizen of Macon, made a deéd of gift of forty- 
five acres of land lying adjacent to the city, 
between Vineville and the Columbua road, to 
the city of Macon and Bibb county for the pur- 
pose of erecting suitable buildings tliereon for 
the maintenance of the afflicted and destitute 


of the county and city. | 

. .Mr. Roff’s intention was to have a commodi- 
ous structure buiit which was to be* known a3 
the “Roffhome.” ‘The grounds were ample 
and well located and the gift was a ‘most mu- 
nificentone, indeged,.and will perpetuate the 
name of the generous donor as long as the city 
of Macon is known on the map of the great 
world, ‘ 

The troublous times and the poverty- 
stricken and embarrassed condition of the coun- 
try at that time prevented the civil authori- 
ties from executing this grand project. The 
buildings on the present site of the county hos- 
pital were sufliciently commodious to accom- 
modate the destitute at that time, and the 
ground which Mr. Roff made a Chrismas gift 
of has lain idle and. unimproved for thirteen 

ears. Of late the buildings at the hospital 
bate begun to decay and the city and county 
have been discussing the propriety of 
utilizing the Roff property. After a good deal 
of negotiating, the city made, today,a quit- 
claim deed of her share of the property to the 
county, under certain conditions, plainly set 
forth, by which the rights of thecity are fully 
protected, and her privileges remain unre 
stricted. The deed in all its bearings will be 
thouroughly discussed by the county commis- 
sioners at their meeting tomorrow, and itis 
hardly possible that any hitch will occur in 
discussing the matter. 

In the event that the commissioners accept 
the deed, the work of erecting buildings 
that will furnish ample 
a¢commodations to the poor of both county and 
city, will begin at once.

Waresboro Becomes an Educational Centre — 
A Live Town, 

WARESBORO, Ga., February 10.—[Special.] — 
Three years ago the town of Waresboro was 
considered a dead town. Nearly all of its for- 
mer citizens deserted it and went to Waycross 
and other more prosperous points. But re- 
cently the place has taken on new life. Sev- 
eral first-class families have moved in, new 
stores have been opened,a steam grist mill 
and gin has been erected, and altogether the 
town has assumed an air of business such as it 
has not knéwn for years, As a proof of the 
real prosperity of the town, and of the 
confidence which the citizens have in its fu- 
ture, they have just completed a large and 
commodious school house. With the exception 
of Valdosta, it is perhaps the best school house 
in all this section of country. This fine school 
property has been given to the Methodist 
Episcopal church South, and will be known as 
the District High school, of the Waycross dis- 
trict.

FARMERS IN COUNCIL. 


LAST DAY OF THE STATE 
AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY, 


THE 


A Hint thgt Farmive May be Dignified By the Bioc- 
tien of President,Livingstone to the Govr- 
ernorship—Governor Smith Excoriates 
Triffiing White and Lazy Negroes. 


CotumBts, Ga. February 10.—[Special.J— 
In the state agricultural conventaen this morn- 
ing a resolution was introduced by Mr. Masey, 
of Macon county, asking the legislature to es- 
tablish experimental agricultural stations in 
each congressional district, but@#® was laid on 
the table for the time being and allowed to 


remain there. 

Colonel J. A. Coleman, of Conyers, delivered 
an address on the dignity of the farmers’ pro- 
fession in comparison with that of other pro- 
fessions. It wasa very entertaining address, 
but he rather dropped off his subject at one 
time to remark that it was probable that the 
dignity of the farmers’ profession would soon 
be recognized by the elevation of Colonel Liv- 
ingston, the president of the gociety, 
to the executive chair. It is 
not known whether the president has 
apy such aspiration or not. 

A paper was read on tobacco culture prepared 
by Major Ragland, of Virginia. He thinks it 
might be profitably grown in Cieorgia. The 
subject was discussed by Professor Newman, of 
Auburn, and Dr. David E. Butler. both of 
whom favor an experiment. Inthe course of 
bis remarks, Dr. Butler spoke in favor of the 
abolition of the internal revenue system, and 
against prohibition. 

The resolution of Mr. Heard, of Clarke. 
providing for a committee to be paid four dol- 
lars per day each to go before the next legisla- 
ture and urge the adoption of measures en- 
couraging manufacturing. It was laid on the 
table on account of its political feature. It was 
afterwards reconsidered and adopted whout 
that feature. 

The subject of the next place of meeting 
was taken up, and Atlanta and Cartersville 
were put in nomination, 

Dr. Butler and Colonel Johnson advocated 
Atlenta. The former thought Atlanta ought 
to be selected because (ieorgia is the greates* 
state in the union, and Atlanta the greatest 
city in Georgia. Colonel J. M. Mobley, of 
Harris, and others advocated Cartersville, and 
upon a vote being taken Cartersville was almost 
uvanimously selected. 

A resolution by Dr. Cary, ct Troup, was 
adopted indorsing the bill before congress 
providing for experimental agricultural stations 
in the several states. 

Mr. L. ©. Davis introduced a resolution re- 
questing the legislature to reduce the fee for 
the inspection of fertilizers. The resolution 
was supported by Dr. Butler and strongly op- 
posed by Colonel Livingston. It was laid on 
the table. 

In the afternoon session, the matter of lo- 
cating the state fair was taken up. The pres- 
ident stated that Atlanta and Macon were the 
only cities that had submitted a proposition. 

Mir. Carmichael, of Coweta, favored Atlanta 
because it was the capital of the state and had 
had the courage to vote out whisky. The 
matter was disposed of by the adoption of a 
resolution by Colonel! Johnson, author- 
izing the executive committee to open the lo- 
cation of the fair to competition. 

The president announced that Dr. Felton 
had not arrived and ex-Governor Smith had 
ecnsented to address the convention. Gov- 
ernor Sinith was then introduced and made a 
speech remarkable for the plain manner in 
which he dealt with the labor question and 
denounced trifling negroes and white men. 

He said he did not believein intensive farm- 
ing, or too much of this scientific business. He 
said the great trouble was that too much at 
tention was given to chemistry and scientific 
farming and too little to work. What the 
farmers wanted to do was to go to work. 
Chemistry was good enough to read about. on 
Sunday afternoons, when you wanted to go to 
sleep, but it don’t make corn and meat. One 
of the yreat troubles of the 
country Was the of labor. The 
farmers haven’t got the labor that they can 
control. Hesaid that he had plantation. 
Giod pity him. He never knew tht his wife 
had a plantation until after he had wmerried 
her, and when he found it ont he asked h 
why she didn’t lethim Know it lhbefore they 
made an xagreement. He knew the difficulties 
of owning a plantation. Ile went down to hi 
plantation and made great improvement anl 
furnished his negroes with supplies without 
interest. During the year he made visit to 
his plantation, and just 


before he reached 
there he saw a great commotion and 
his negroes were playing baseball, 
The trouble is the negroes won't 
work. But they live and somebody has to pay 
for it. He wanted to see every man, white or 
black, who wouldn’t work for a living, pat on 
the chaingang. Eighteen year-old negro boys 
are loafing around the streets with a blacking 
brush under their arms, and they ought to 
be behind the plow. He was not afraid to ut- 
ter his sentiments because he is nota canii- 
date and did not want anybody’s vote, he in- 
tended to speak out. What the farmers wante‘l 
todoistowork more. Thatisthe only way 
to make bread and meat. He thought the 
biggest mistake he ever made was when he 
quit the blacksmith trade. He did not wan‘ 
to be understood as opposed to education, 
lt took asmart man to be a farmer. He be- 
lieved he could run the state government very 
well, but if he had sense enough to run a four 
mule farm he hoped somebody would killhim. 
In reference to the 2,500 appropriated to the 
old agricultural society, he said it belonged to 
the present society, and ought to be paid to it, 
Not only ought they to get it now, but they 
ought to get back rations. If the executive 
would not give it to them, they ought to get an 
executive that will. He was not a candidate 
himself, and did not expect to be,but he hoped 
to live long enough to see a man 
in the executive chair who § had 
the moral courage to do right. 
He urged the convention to insist on a geo- 
logical survey of the state. The people of 
Georgia don’t know what is in the ground, 
and they ought tofind out. This matter had 
been frequently brought to the attention of 
the legislature, and they had continually ig- 
nored it. He was talking about this not be- 
cause he wanted to go to the legislature, for 
he did not, bnt would stand in with the people 
of Muscogee county in sending the rizht kind 
of men there. 

Other members discussed the labor question. 

A memorial resolution on the death of Judge 
T.G. Helt and Major Mark A. Cooper were 
adopted, 

The report of the executive committee was 
submitted. It says that the committee has 
decided to hold another state fair. It also 
says the treafurer has on hand about eight 
thousand dollars. 

The usual resolutions of thanks were adopt- 
ed and the convention adjourned sine die,

court requires a person applying for a new 

trial to make out a brief of the oral and a copy 
of the written evidence, which shall be filed 
under the approval of the judge who tried the 
case, and then it became a part of the record 
in the case, and may be certified by the clerk 
assuch. It is not a compliance with this rule 
for parties to agree, and the court to order, 
that a part of the evidence may be omitted 
from the brief, and if the case should 
be brought to the supreme court, 
that the clerk may copy such evidence in the 
record. If any portion of the evidence should 
be left out of the brief, but should subse- 
quently be attached théreto and approved by 
the judge, this might suffice; but where jnter- 
rogatories never were attached tothe brief of 
evidence, but the clerk found them in his ot- 
fice, and, under agreement of counsel] and the 
order of the court made when the brief of 
evidence was presented for approval, the clerk 
copied such interrogatories and embraced the 
copy in the transcript of the record sent to

THE appointment in Lngland to cabinet 
positions of Mr. John Morley, a home-ruler, 
and of Mr. Broadhurst, an ex-stone cutter, 
is putting the upper circles of that country 
in a frame of mind. They will become ac- 
customed to such appointments very soon, 
however. This must necessarily be so, or 
else a republic will come along that will be 
very damaging to the aforesaid upper circles. 
The home-ruler and the workingmen are 
coming into power by degrees under the ad- 
mirable rule of the Grand Old Man. 


Local Option in Washington. 

The mere intimation that Senator Colquitt 
would introduce a local option bill to be sub- 
mitted to a vote in the district of Columbia, 
has created a deep sensation in the nation’s 
capital, and made people forget even ‘‘Pan- 
Electric’ and other subjects of current in- 
terest. Our junior senator has raised a storm, 
or struck a popular chord, and his proposi- 
tion is on every tongue. 

Governor Colquitt has not, however, in- 
troduced a bill on this subject, and he says 
he has no intention of introducing so strin- 
gent a measure as the one so freely adopted 
in this state. He desires to suppress the 
‘loggeries only of Washington—the barrooms 
which ruin not young clerks alone, but able 
statesmien as well. He proposes to make no 
effort until he ascertains that a healthy pub- 
he sentiment is in favor of a prohibition 
movement, and then the whole subject must 
be submitted to a popular vote. If the peo- 
ple want a limited form of prohibition, he 
thinks they should be permitted to have it— 
otherwise it should not be applied at all. 

What its chances of passage are itis diffi- 
eult as yet todetermine. Mr. Blair, of the 
senate district committee, will support it, 
but Messrs. Rowell, Heard and Campbell, of 
the house district committee, favor high 
license, If the bill becomes a law, it will 
be stubbornly contested before the people. 
Mr. Fred Hugle, president of the citizens’ 
protective association, an organization com- 
posed of the saloon keepers of the city, is 
opposed to it, beeause he ‘‘does not think it 
would be right for this community (Wash- 
ington*city) to tell me that I cannot take a 
drink.’’ He proposes to let congress know 
what is the public sentiment of the city on 
the subject. Mr. H. B. Moulton, a well 
known temperance man, thinks, however, 
that it will be accepted by the district if a 
fair vote anda fair count can be had. In 
1842 the question was decided aftirmatively, 
but the decision was beaten by chicanery. 
Captain Vernon, of the police force, would 
have the proposed law strong in penalties. 
Senator Colquitt himself tells the temper- 
ance people of Washington that if they de- 
termine to have prohibition and will fight for 
it, they will surely gain it, if not this year, 
then certainly next year, or the year after- 
wards. Pluck and perseverance in the ad- 
vocates of temperance are all that, in his 
opinion, is needed to ensure victory. 


Executive Reasons and Rights. 

Senator Sherman’s recent speech in regard 
to the rights of the executive and the sen- 
ate is a very clever piece of pettifogging. 
The arguments he employed had been prev- 
iously mapped out by Mr. Edmunds, and 
while Sherman put them more forcibly than 
Edmunds could hope to do, they bear the 
ear-marks of the narrow-minded senator 
from Vermont. 

While declaring that the senate had no 
right to say to another department of the 
government, ‘‘why did you do this thing?’ 
Senator Sherman maintained that the senate 
had a right to demand the papers bearing on

At the same time we should be, to the president, 
Always-courteous; and if he should give “any rea- 
son for withholding a paper, for example, because 
it is marked ‘confidential,’ Ishould not object to 
‘that. If there are papers not meant for the public 
eye, and he should chose to withhold those, as ‘fa 
matter of confidence, 1 would say that that was 
probably a case for the exercise of discretion. Lf 
he should say, “I do not care to talk about that; 
that came to me in confidence,” that is one thing. 
But when be says that papers upon which he acts, 
containing charges made boldly and openly, con- 
trolled his reason, controlled his conduct ia mak- 
ing an appointment—papers on the public files, he 
has no right to withhold these pa merely be- 
cause they Came to him about an exéCutive matter. 
He ought to give them to us unless they are in the 
nature of secret, confidential papers, coming 40 
him privately. But they ought not to be filed; 
they ought not to be there to poison the fame of a 
man or to affect his family in future time, if they 
are not to be seen by us, they ought to be put into 
the waste-basket without action. That is what? 
always do with anonymous papers that come to 

me. il 

But the teal point at issue is whetlier the 
seffate has anything to do with the reasons 
or motives that prompt the president to 
make removals. As a .matter of fact, the 
senate has not the slightest nor the remotest 
control over removals, and, consequently, 
can have no sort of interest in the reasons 
which have governed the president. The 
removal of an official is not before that body 
and cannot conie before it in any shape. If 
the reasons for removal seem sufiicient to 
the president that is an end of the matter 
so far as the removed official is concerned. 
There is no process by which the senate can 
reinstate him or restore him to office. 

The senate may either confirm or reject 
his successor, but it cannot ‘retain him in 
office. His successor is already in charge, 
and will remain in charge until the senate 
sees fit to confirm either his own nomina- 
tion, or the nomination of some other per- 


son. The official removed by the president 
is out. His removal is an accomplished 
fact, and no matter to what extent the pres- 
ident might give his reasons, the senate 
would have no contre] over the matter. 
The senate has to do with nominations only, 
and these it may confirm or reject as it 
pleases, but it has nothing to do with remov- 
als, no control over them, no power to rein- 
state them, and, therefore, it has no right 
to demand the reasons that haye actuated 
the president in vacating the offices. 
Emblems and Things. 

We find the following paragraph in a con- 
spicuous place in the columns of our brilliant 
contemporary, the New York Sun: 

THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, describing a wed- 
ding at Toccoa, Ga., says that ‘‘in front of the altar 
was a beautiful floral umbrella, suspended by an 
invisible wire, lla, so beautiful-

ly emblematic, the happy young couple pledged 
their marriage yows.’’ How long have umbrellas 
been “beautifully emblematic’? of weddings in 
Georgia’ 

That such flippancy was this should find a 
prominent place on the editorial page of a 
metropolitan newspaper is a fact calculated 
to make the judicions weep. We are per- 
fectly willing that northern editors, who 
have never been in the south, should claim 
that they know all about this section. We 
are willing that they should pretend to have 
familiar acquaintance with the condition of 
the negro. We are willing, in short, to be 
misrepresented in various ways, but we re- 
spectfully but firmly draw the line at em- 
blems. 

No northern editor has 
flippantly of our Georgian emblems, or to 
pretend to interpret them, or to attempt to 
cast ridicule upon them. We refuse, there- 
fore, to respond to the flippancy of the Sun. 
We refuse to inform Mr. Dana how long um- 
brellas have been beautifully emblematic ot 
weddings in Georgia. -We will merely ask 
him why umbrellas are not as beautifully 
emblematic of weddings in Georgia as rub- 
ber shoes, goloshes and the like are em)blem- 
atic of weddings at the north? 

What does Sir Thomas Browne say? 
“When man and woman are joined together 
they should walk together, so that the shel- 
ter that shields one from sumand rain should 
shield the other also. Or, if there be no 
shelter, so that the inclemency endured by 
one should be endured by both. For it is 
this unity in suffering or in enjoyment which 
sanctifies the unity of two that have been 
made one.”’ 

We understand, of course, how the editor 
of the Sun feels about an umbrella. When 
Mr. Dana comes down town, he is in mortal 
dread lest his umbrella will fall into the 
hands of Amos Cummings, or W. M. Laffan. 
On the other hand, Messrs. Cummings and 
Laffan are compelled to hide their umbrellas 
in the press room to prevent them from {ill- 
ing in the hands of Mr. Dana; and so it goes. 
It is no wonder, therefore, that an umbrella 
is not regarded as an emblem of nuptial fe- 
licity in the Sun office. Moreover, the Sun 
has no doubt frequently observed that when 
a gentleman holds an umbrella over a lady 
he allows the water to drip on her clothes. 
All these things combine to give our esteem- 
edi contemporary a serious prejudice against 
the umbrella, not only asan emblem, but 
as a reality. 

Matters, however, are vastly differeat in 
Georgia.

It is regarded as property. It is known asa 
shelter.

cast the horoscope and ask the fleeting hours if it 
be ordered that the destiny of this remarkable man 
must find its tinal consummation in the vice presi- 
dential chair.

“If any district grand lodge should decide to en- 
actor has enacted a law providing for the estab- 
lishment of an endowment system, or has already 
enacted such Jaw and desiresto maintain the same, 
then, in either such case, the annual assessment 
shall be fixed at a rate not less than fifteen dollars 
($15) for one thousand dollars so guaranteed, and a 
propertionate additional rate for any amount ex- 
ce that sum. 

“3, Any fund that may be created under the pro- 
vision contained in section 2 shall be under the 
absolute contro! of the district grand lodge and not 
of the individual lodges.”’ 

The president, in his report, says: 

The importance of maintaining the endowment 
fund cannot be overestimated; I regret to say that 
the existent® of the order in the district depends 
upon it. I would therefore urge upon you the ne- 
cessity of amending our laws to conform with that 
masfed atthe Jate constitutional convention—viz: 

hat all endowment funds shail be under the con- 
trol of the grand lodge; and would earnestly rec- 
ommend the adoption of the amendments offered 
hy the geneaal committee, as they not only would 
properly protect the fund, but give relief to all the 
lodges, thereby strengthening their standing and 
rendering it witbin their power to more effectually 
assist worthy brethren of the order, who may be in 
need—a Cardinal principle of the order. 3 

This question will probably not be settied till 
near the close of this morning’s session, when the 
nestion of representation will be taken up.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce. 
Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, February 10—All the markets started 
in at the bottom today, gathering strength and ac- 
tivity as the session advanced. The opening in 
wheat was tame and selling rather heavy, May 
Starting in at 84'4c and remaining about that dur- 
ing the first half hour, then rose steadily to 85'4c 
There was considerable excitement and large trad- 
ing before May was allowed to touch é5c. A reac- 
tion to 8434¢ followed, and the closing at 1 o’clock 
was at 847<c. In the afternoon the tone became 
quite strong, May advancing to 85%<c with some 
trading at 85 7-l6c, closing at 85%{c bid. It was re- 
ported that the stocks of wheat and flour showed a 
decrease of 414 million bushels since January 1, 
but the main argument of the bulls was contained 
in a better home demand, rather free shipments to 
interior milling points being reported from winter 
wheat points. 

The shipping demand for ‘corn was brisk, and 
with only moderate receipts, considerable activity 
was instilled into the speculative market, May sold 
up in the afternoon to 4024c and closed at 40'4c. 

Oats joined in the advance, closing at 32\¢c for 
May. 

Mess pork was again considerably stronger, clos- 
ing 20c higher in the afternoon than yesterday.

Judge O. A. Lochrane Against the Southern 
Telegraph Company, 

The case of O. A. Lochrane against the 
Southern Telegraph company, which has from 
time totime come up for argument in the United 
States circuit court, came on to be heard yesterday 
and was finally disposed of by the decision of Judge 
McCay.

Mrs. Piefce was informed of the death of her 
husband, but as she lived seventy-five miles 
from the nearest railroad station and nearly as 
far from atelegraph office, she feared the 
remains of her husband would be too badly 
decomposed before reaching her home, so she 
instructed Mr. W. O. Jones, by telegraph, to 
have his remaibs interred, and that at some 
time she could have him carried to his late 
home.

Weaver and the officials in taking the body 
up was wrongful, and that Mrs. Weaver’s 
is false. 
She says that deceased never lived in Indiana 
and never married Mrs. Weaver. 

Yesterday morning Mrs. Pierce was informed 
by a note from the manager of the Westview 
cemetery company that the company wonld, at 
3 o'clock in the afternoon, turn over to Mrs.
